DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

Claim 14 is allowable over the prior art of record, because the prior art of record 
does not disclose "an electrical switching device located between the PC connector and 
the remote connector, the electrical switching device having a first switching state 
wherein a data connection exists between the PC connector and the remote connector 
and a second switching state wherein the data connection between the PC connector 
and the remote connector is interrupted; and a control connector for connecting to and 
receiving a supply voltage provided by the computer for powering peripheral devices, 
the control connector being operable to bring the switching device into the first switching 
state when the computer supply voltage is present and to bring the switching device into 
the second state when the computer supply voltage is absent". Along with remaining 
features of the claim.
